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In connection with the purification processes of claims 1-6, the 
description discloses only a process which comprises reacting 
2-halogenoallyl isothiocyanat e with a chlorinating agent to obtain a 
reaction fluid, distilling the reaction fluid to remove the solvent, 
adding a lower alcohol to the residue, stirring the obtained mixture 
under heating, and then distilling the resulting mixture. 

In a synthesis reaction, by-products contained in the reaction fluid 
depend on the used raw materials. Therefore, a person skilled in the 
art cannot understand that when the above process is conducted by use 
of other raw materials, it also brings about a high-purity product in 
a high yield. Further, when a solvent is added to a reaction fluid (or 
a residue thereof) and the obtained mixture is stirred under heating 
for a specified time like in the process disclosed in the description, 
the reaction must further proceed if unreacted raw materials remain. 
Therefore, the claims not accompanied with such requirements include 
matters undisclosed in the description. 
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
